TAKING SANCTUARY. 
 Surily goodness and mercy shali follow me all the days of my life, and I sha 
nm the house of the Lord for ever.''’—Psalm xvxriit., 6, 


In primitive times, when men were accustomed to take the law into their 
own hands, and the avenger of blood recognised it as a sacred duty to pursue to 


li dwell 


death someone who had killed his near of kin, whether by design or accident, it 


was found necessary to protect the wrong-doer from his would-be assailant. 


‘Certain rules were imposed in restraint of the licence of punishment which the 


individual assumed to himself, and places were marked out beyond which the 
avenger of blood was not allowed to pursue his victim. The sanctuaries of old 
were such places. They offered a safe asylum to the pursued, though the deliberate 
murderer could be taken by the legal authorities even. from God's altar—" from 
(Exodus xxi., 14.) “It will 
be remembered thatto protect himselfagainst King Solomon, whom he had conspired 
to overthrow, Adonijah “caught hold. on the horns of the altar” (1 Kings i , 50), 
‘and Joab sought thesame means of escape. Hence the custom of taking sanctuary,, 
of which we read in the Middle Ages. In Bible times not only the Tabernacle or 
Temple was assigned for this purpose, but Levitical cities were specially set apart 
as “cities of refuge,” to which a homicide could flee from the avenger of blood, 

and where—if his act was proved to be unintentional—he would be safe during 
the life of the reigning High Priest. It is this ancient custom which suggests the 
idea of the text. Not the avenger of blood. but God's loving kindness pursues 


('2}27") the Psalmist, and he will abide safely in God's house not merely till the 


-death of the High | ‘riest, but forever. The Twenty-Third Psalm is superscribed 
asa ‘Psalm of David,” but whether David or another be its author, the whole 
composition is a perfect description of circumstances in the life of Israel's 
David proclaims God. to be his shepherd, who provides for his 
wants with bountiful care. Like the tender of sheep, God leads him to the waters 
of resting, and causes him to lie down in green pastures. _And trusting in God's 


SAFE FROM HIS ENEMIES 


In his most perilous journeys through dark valleys, where hidden foes ‘oil lurk. 


“among the overhanging rocks, God's staff and rod would guide his footsteps, and 
give him comfort and assurance from his assailants, -He would be .enabled-to 
feast in their very presence. They ‘cannot pursue him, for he is hedged round 
with goodness and mercy, and in the House of the Lord he can dwell with 
absolute and life-long security. There is no need, perhaps, to refer this psalm to 


any particular events in David's life—like the Third Ps alm, which is assumed to | 


“fave been written “when he fled from Absalom his son.” The whole of his 
stormy career was marked by marvellous escapesfrom danger. Not from Absalom 
only, but from the inveterate enmity of Saul he had to flee again: and again, and 
hide himself in the desolate recesses of the Judean rocks.

The idea of goodness and mercy following a man is exceedingly beautiful and 


suggestive. In many a Psalm we read of God $ mercies: going before aman, 
which is the actual meaning of the word “prevent "inthe English Bible and in this 
connection. God with his mercy shall-prevent me” {lix., 10), let:thy tender 
But God's mercies not us, Outrufining 
our necessities and providing for them in anticipatron; they also follow us behind, 
ihey protect us from all the old enemies and av. piaics Ww vho are in pursuit of us, 
even from our past deeds. “ Our past,” it has been said, “is not dead and buried, 
it is waiting for.us-in some future ambush of ourlives. We need God fer our 
yesterdays as well as: for our to-morrows: to be our reward as well as our guide 
and leader.”.- And this idea of God helping him to overcome the consequences 
of his past misdeeds may well have suggested itself to David in these words— 
certainly if the 23rd: Psalm was indited after the great. crime which darkened his 
life and which his conscience never allowed him to forget. Knowing how deeply 


‘he had sinned, and mindful as he was that the sword Would never depart out of 


his house, he nevertheless knew that his sin had been deeply repented of and 
forgiven, So that God was follcwing him, not like an avenger on the trail of his

Anti. Semitic tendencies in Prussia once more manifested themselves in the 
debate on the Equality of Suffrage Bill which is now being debated in the Diet. 
The Conservative member Heins stated that he would support the Bill, but only 
on the condition that Jews in Prussia are in future to be deprived of the suffrage. 

My proposal’ is a duty to the fighting men in the trenches,” he stated. ‘In 
America, England, and Russia, Jews are the dictators. In Italy, the majority of 
the Ministers are emigrated German Jews. In Germany, Bethmann Hollweg is 
under the influence of the ' All-Jews’ Ballin, Rathenau, Cohn, and Haase. In 
England, the emigrant German Jew, Lord Northcliffe, formerly called Jacob 
Stern, of Frankfort, dictates to the Government. The Eastern. Jewish question 
is more dangerous to us than the Polish question. The Jews come here as pedlars; 
then they become merchants, bankers, or advocates, and eventually Ministers. Out 
with the Jews, bring this sacrifice, sacrifice your Jews, forthe ' people of God’ is 
& parasitical plantin the gardens of the peoples of the world.” The speech was 
interrupted by much hissing and laughter, and has caused much pain among the 
Tews of Germany.. Many Members of Parliament spoke against the proposal. 
Herr Cassel stated that Prussian Jews did not tear Heins and his associates, as the 
Jews had done their duty. 

A leaflet marked “‘strictly confidential” is spread in large 
among the upper and middle circles of society in Germany, and the newspapers. 
The author accuses English, American, and Kussian Jews of baving raised a fund’ 
of fifteen hundred million marks for the purpose of sowing hatred amorg the 
various Classes of society in Germany with the object of creating internal dis 
order.

Sirn,—The Peace Treaty concluded at Bucharest by Rumania with the 
Central Powers does not at all secure equal rights for the Rumanian Jews, but, 
on the contrary, rather consolidates their melancholy condition that has lasted 
for half a century, since the date of the previous Emancipation Act signed at 
Berlin in 1878.. The Rumanian Government has still the possibility, as heretofore, 
of granting civil rights to such Rumanian Jews as it may choose (who are likely 
to be few), and of refusing them to others, that is to say, to the majority. 

The Rumanian Government by the Treaty undertakes to recognise as fully 
entitled to Rumanian citizenship ‘‘all persons. having no nationality ” (that is to 
Say, the Jews excluded by the Rumanian Government from citizenship, after the 

“emancipation ’ of 1878) “ who participated in the war, or who were born in and 
‘reside in the country, and descend from parents born there.” 

But who will be entrusted with attesting the presence of these conditions 
that are indispensable for the recognition of citizenship? The Treaty passes that 
point by in silence, which means that the matter will be left entirely to the 
Rumanian Administration, which thus has it in its power to recognise the preseace 
of those conditions whenever and to whomsoever it pleases, while dénying such 
recognition in all other cases. This will be all the more easy for the Administra- 
tion, since without its co-operation it will be altogether difficult to establish the 
presence of the requisite conditions, particularly of the main one, viz., the birth 
of the parents. on Rumanian soil.

and the latter declaring that they were fully conscious of the meaning of their 


adventure; but that in their deep-rooted desire to take their full share in the fight 
for the restoration of Palestine, they were prepared to suffer any hardship and were 
ready gladly to give their lives. - That was the way in which they were anxious to 
respond to the british Declaration, and the words created a marked impression.

THE EDITOR. | 


Sir, — The two new arguments which Mr. Zangwill puts forward in his letter - 
in your last week's issue are so weak and meaningless that the humblest of your 
readers will have little difficulty in realising their hollowness, Judge Sulzberger 
that “Pesach Shéni” was no invention of the 
Rabbis, but was part and parcel of the Mosaic Law concerning the celebration of 
Passover. The fourth Commandment, however, suggests no alternative for the 
seventh day which “the Lord blessed and hallowed,” and if all the Rabbis of the 
world were to combine they could not alter one jot of the Decalogue. (The order 
given by the Maccabean leaders that attacks of the enemy must be resisted on the 
Sabbath involved no infringement of the Law.) Thereference to “the Archbishops 
who empower Christians to make munitions.on Sunday ” offers a very poor analogy 
He surely knows that 
The authority-of the Jewish Rabbi is based. upon the 
Jewish Law. The momenta Rabbi sets out to abrogate the Law he destroys his 
own authority. Besides, the question under discussion does not only refer to per- 
mitting work on the Sabbath in certain conditions, but also to transferring Shabbas 
Ihave no doubt that even if the Archbishops to whom Mr. Zangwill 
refers were to decree the transference of the Christian Sabbath to Monday - 
Christian masses would take little notice of the décree. | 

The idea that the life of Judaism could be saved by the Sunday Sabbath is > 
so obviously fallacious that it really requires no refutation in a Jewish journal, 
itistrue. But suicide is no remedy. 
As to the “alternative remedy.” which Mr. Zang will asks me to suggest, I am 
sorry I cannot give it to him. There is no “alternative remedy” in the sense in 
which: Mr. Zangwill would like to see it: applied. The only alternative to 
breaking the Sabbath is—‘ecping it. The majority of the Jewish people still 
observe the Sabbath-day and ‘call it a delight.” The problem jn Western 
Europe and America is, I admit, a difficult one, and requires a great deal more 
attention than is given to it. Much could be done by way of strengthening our 
. But this is only one of the many — 
difficulties which beset Jewish life in un-Jewish surroundings. 

In conclusion, I wish to repudiate the suggestion that in my: letter of the 
10th inst.
